he |s guilty of maifeasance or misfesinee In
guch oMce, or that he Is incompetent or neg-
lects hix duties, or that for any other gomd
and sufMelent cause siated he shall be re-
moved from his office. On the filing of such
charges & writ |s jesued cut of gaid court, re-
turnable not more than ten daye after the
gervies thereof, and if good and suflicient
reason Is shown the eourl will remove such
officer from his sald oMee, During the pen-
dency of such protesdings the court may by
orler suspend the oficer from the dutles of
his ofMce,

Mr., Bolln has rendered unnecessiary any
such proceedings by tendering his resignation,
which hns beem sccepted by the eouncll.
Until a successor {s appointed, confirmed and
gualified, Mr. Bolin and his bondsmen will
be linbie for the custody and enfe keeping of
the city’s money. Any talk in the press or
upon the strects to the effect that the bonds-
men of Mr. Dolln are releaxed from all fur
ther llability on their hend from the time
Mr. Holln tendered his resignation and it was
acoepted fn All-advised and not the law,

FPermit me to state further that powers
conferred upon s mayor and penalties pro-
vided by law are intended to subserve a uge-
ful purpose and not as & means of persecu-
tion. That Mr. Bolin hae violateéd the law
I2 beyond question.  That the law ought to
be rigidly enforced by a ¢liy treasurer {a also
beyond question. It should also be remem-
bered that Mr. Bolln has llved In this city
for thirty yeurs; that up to two months ago
no man had & better reputation for integrity
than he, and no official had a better record
in the performance of his official duties than
Mr. Bolln, If a reputation le to avall any-
thing, It ought to be in clreumstances like the
present.  Now, he has lost his reputation, his
record In office during feveril terms past is
sullied, hix property Is all turned over to his
bondemen, his mesans of livellhood ure sud-
denly cut off, and his sufferings are such as
but few endure. To attemptl further punish-
ment wounld look more like porsecution than
the performance of a duty.

During your term of oMce you have estab.
lighed a reputation of hewing close to the
line of right regardless of political machina-
tion, and therefore, of all men, you should
endeavor to disregard the harangue In the
clty council and the paragraphs In the newe-
papers, all of which are so evidently Intended
lo work up séntiment favorable to wvarious
political movements this coming fall To
yvou, fair-minded as you are, the misfortunes
of one man are not to be used to achieve
solfish political ends of others. In the cags
of Henry Bolln there are a number of ex-
tepuating clrcumstances, There is no evi-
denes thuz far that any record has been
mutilated or faleified In the least. The
shortage of that office appeared In the first
hour of the investigation the same a® ufter
a thorough and complete investigation, There
was no attempt to cover or hide a single act.
Had Mr. Bolln intended to steal there would
have been attempte to cover and conceal, all
of which are lacking in this case. Had such
been his intention there Is no reason why his
shortage should not have gone up into the
hundreds of thousands instesd of as It s
It is now evident that not only the city will
not lose a dollar, but even Mr. Baolin'e bonds-
men are not likely to lose a dollar In this
matter,

The newspaper reports to the contrary
notwithstanding, 1 have never received an ad-
varcoment on my salary, but it was simply
because I never needed it. Had 1 been in
need of a temporary advancement on  my
galary, which would be due the following
month, Henry Bolln could have accomodated
me without the least danger of loss to any
person, because my salary wounld be forth-
coming to pay the debt, and in thlg, he would
have but followed a custom that has been in
vogut ns long as the oldest office halder
ean remember in this city. This custom Is
wrong in a business line, and [ belleve It
fortunate for the city that the present pub-
Helty glven to it will stop it In the future.
Prior to Mr. Holln's administration the law
was just as severe against the city Lreasurer
using the money of the city to make a profit
to himsel! thereby as at present. Yet in the
previous electlon, whereln John Rush and
Mr. McShane were contestants, when the
salary of this office wus only $1,400, we had
the most spirited city election as bLetween
those two contestants that we have ever
had. Both of them were as honorable men
a® could be found In the ety of Omnha,
both of them gentlemen capable of com-
wanding high salaries and making large
money In the usual business, and yet in
all probability the campalgn expenses of
elther of the parties amounted o more than
their salary, and the confest was |voked upon
by people of this clty as a bank fight 1ather
than a politiclal contest. BEvery person who
knew anything, knew that the city !reasurer
who was elected would loan the elty's money
to the banks and would himsell obtain the
interest thereon. Becauee it was known that
every treasurer in the state was dolng the
same thing, the law was changed allowing
money to be loaned by the elty direct in-
stead of glving this emolument to the office
holder, Supposing under the old reégime a
bank failed, the tressurer would have been
an embeeeler; Lut are we golng to condemn
all of the honorable men who have held office
As  treasurer in this state? What s the
difference between their offense and the of-
fense of Mr. Bolln? Simply they have
loaned money to parties (banks) who repald
the money, Therefore the city lost no money
In those cages, Hul the clty loses no money
in this caze and tho violatien of the law
Is no greatuer. When Alexander Hamilton
was killed, Aaron Burr bocame an outcast,
and the formerly honorable custom of dueling
censed to be honorabile in this country., The
present  disclosure will cast o staln upon
Mr, Hollp's reputation for all time to ecome.
It is to be hoped that these illegul methods
wlhich have been in vogun will cease. We
do not condemn Alexander Hamilton be-
caute dueling wan such an established cus-
tam that to refuse to engage thereln would,
In his opinion, have brought dishonor upon
him. Should Henry Bolln be so serjously
condemned for doing that which had been
customary before him, when every act of
his since the dieclosure has been of an honor-
able man, as he was always thought to bb
before that time? The city luses no money
and is a gainer In having an obnoxious
custom  terminated bhencefurth,

In my opinlon you ought not to be & party
to a scheme te make political capltal out
of the misfortune of a poor man. Your duty,
In my opinion, is to appoint a treasurer to
succced Lolln. If not confirmed,
ancther. You are responsible for the char-
acter of your appointees, the eity couneil for
their acts In conilrming or rejecting, VYery
